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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



Claims 2-13,15-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding Claim 2, the structural and functional relationship between the mixer 
and the rest of the recited parts is not clear. Correction is required. 

Regarding Claim 3, it is not clear what is meant by a "midi," and the structural 
and functional relationship between the 'midi' and the rest of the recited parts is not 
clear. Regarding Claims 4 and 15, it is not clear what structure supports the recited 
functions. Correction is required. 

Regarding Claim 5, the structural and functional relationship between the 
illuminated tuning meter and the rest of the recited parts is not clear. Correction is 
required. 

Regarding Claims 10 and 19, the structural and functional relationship between 
the electromagnetic bowing device and the rest of the recited parts is not clear. 
Correction is required. 

Claims 1,14 are allowed. 

Claims 2-13,15-20 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
